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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner enter this Supplemental 

Amendment. 

In the Specification 

In response to the discussion in the Examiner Interview on July 20, 2007 
with respect to the rejection under 35 USC § 101, the paragraph on page 11, line 19 and 
ending on page 1 1 , line 25 is amended to delete the term "carrier". 

In the Claims 

Claim 10 

In response to the discussion in the Examiner Interview on July 20, 2007, 
Applicants are amending Claim 10 to recite: A computer system to interface a messaging 
system to a database management system having at least one database command to access 
a table, and the messaging system having at least one messaging system command to 
access a message queue, comprising: a processor; and a memory storing at least one 
computer program that when executed by the processor causes the computer system to: . 

Applicants believe that support for this amendment can be found in Fig.2, 
page 7, lines 11-18, and page 8, lines 18-22. 

The recitations of Claim 10 are amended in response to the amendment to 
the preamble. In addition, Claim 1 0 has similar distinguishing recitations as Claim 1 and 
is not anticipated by the Couch et al publication (US Published Patent Application No. 
2003/0126109 Al) for the same reasons as Claim 1. 
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Claims 11-13 

Claims 11-13 are amended in response to the amendments to Claim 10. 
Claims 11-13 depend, either directly or indirectly, from Claim 10 and are not anticipated 
by the Couch et al publication for the same reasons as Claim 10. 

Claim 14 

In response to the discussion in the Examiner Interview on July 20, 2007 
with respect to the rejection under 35 USC § 101, Claim 14 is amended to delete the term 
"storage" and "method". The preamble of Claim 14 is amended to recite: An article of 
manufacture comprising a computer readable medium embodying computer usable 
program code to interface a messaging system to a database management system having 
at least one database command to access a table, the messaging system having at least one 
messaging system command to access a message queue, wherein the computer usable 
program code when executed on a computer causes the computer to: . 

Applicants believe that support for the amendment to Claim 14 can be 
found on page 8, lines 1 8-22 and on page 11, lines 19-25 of the specification. 

The recitations of Claim 14 are amended in response to the amendment to 
the preamble. Thus Applicants believe that Claim 14 is directed to statutory subject 
matter and request that the rejection of Claim 14 under 35 USC § 101 be withdrawn. 

In addition, Claim 14 has similar distinguishing recitations as Claim 1 and 
is not anticipated by the Couch et al publication for the same reasons as Claim 1 . 
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Claims 19-20 

Claims 19-20 are amended in response to the amendments to Claim 14. In 
addition, Claims 1 9-20 depend, either directly or indirectly, from Claim 14 and are not 
anticipated by the Couch et al publication for the same reasons as Claim 14. 

Claim 21 

Claim 21 is amended to correct the claim status from "original" to 
"currently amended". In addition, Claim 21 depends from Claim 1 and not anticipated by 
the Couch et al publication for the same reasons as Claim 1 . 

Correction in the Arguments of The Rejection of Claims 1-23 under 35 USC § 102 (e) 
In the Amendment filed on July 17, 2007, in the arguments, the first full 
paragraph on page 1 6 of the Amendment is amended to correct an inadvertent 
grammatical error as follows: 

"In the messaging system, the correlation identifier is different from the 
message data. In MQ Series, the correlation identifier is an attribute of the message 
descriptor. The " MQSeries Primer" by Dieter Wackerow, on page 6, last full paragraph, 
which is cited on the IDS submitted on the same date as this amendment to this patent 
application, teaches: "The correlation identifier is used to identify a specific request or 
reply message. The programmer can move a value in one or both fields or have 
MQSeries create a unique ID for him or her. Before the programmer puts the request 
message in the queue he or she can save the ID(s) and use them in a subsequent get 
operation for the reply message. The program that receives the request message copies 
this information into the reply message. This allows the originating program (the one that 
gets the reply) to instruct MQSeries to look for a specific message in the queue instead of 
getting the first one in the queue." " 
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Therefore, based on the Amendment of July 1 7, 2007 and this 
Supplemental Amendment, Applicants respectfully maintain that Claims 1, 3-14, 16-24 
are patentable. 

Conclusion 

Applicants respectfully invite the Examiner to review and reconsider the 
amendment dated July 17, 2007 with this Supplemental amendment against all currently 
outstanding objections and rejections. Applicants therefore respectfully request that the 
Examiner reconsider all currently outstanding objections and rejections and that they be 
withdrawn. It is believed that a full and complete response has been made to the 
outstanding Office Action and, as such, the present application is in condition for 
allowance.
